On the 19th of September, Professor de Gasparis, of the Ob¬ 
servatory of Naples, discovered a new planet, which was about the 
9 mag. On comparing the planets with Lalande 203 ; Lalande 449 
= Weisse 273 ; Lalande 579 = Weisse 330 ; it was judged to be a 
little less bright than the first of those stars.
